Now that the keel of the nuclear powered msjxhant ship Savannah has 
been laid, I feel it of extreme Impjrtance that the Government take steps 
to counter T«^t will stirely be a strong Communist propaganda barrage 
against the vessel’s maiden and st&sequent voyages* 

!The atl^ck might well consist of warnings to longshoremen aroimd the 
world not to \iotk the ship because of the danger of radioactivity. 

Another form, I feel certain, would be to imply that the ship mi^t 
blow vcp without iraming in the form of a nuclear bfirst. Port associations 
could be warned to refuse her entry on this account. 

Normal overboard discharge frm the nuclear vessel, the Reds might 
imply, could polute and poison the waters of a harbor. 

Tte eyes of the world will be on the Savarmah when she embarks on 
her first voyage. I trust that our Government agencies are paving her 
way with some of the alx>ve thoughts in mind. 

I would appreciate your comments on the matter, and if material has 
already been assembled, I should be most happy to know about it and to 
obtain a sampling of the proposed advance publicity on this extremely 
irapoarfcant global mission of salesmanship for the United States.
